Washington’s gaffe ‘set the world on fire’ 


G eorge 

Washington 
enjoys a pretty good 
reputation today. 

During the American 
Revolution that began in 
1775, the French sided 
with the young, upstart 
country and threw in with 
the American patriots 
who were fighting under 
Washington. That just 
shows you how quickly 
things can change. 

Because in 1753, 
Washington was not 
looked on kindly by the 
French. He wasn’t thought 
of too highly by the British, 
either. 

And it was all because 
of his conduct during 
meetings with two French- 
Canadians who travelled 
extensively between 
Fort Frontenac, where 
Kingston is today, and the 
Niagara Peninsula. The 
first was Phillipe-Hiomas 
Chabert de Joncaire, a 
highly regarded emissary 
who worked on behalf of 
the French Crown in New 
France. 

He was the son of a 
member of the personal 
guard of the governor of 
New France, an officer 
in the colonial regulars, 
agent to the First Nations 
and a trader. He’d lived 
with the Senecas since 
the age of 10, travelling 
back and forth between 
Fort Frontenac and all 
through the Niagara 
frontier and even into 
Pennsylvania. 

Washington in 1753, 
while loncaire was in 
charge of a new fort just 


south of Lake Erie and 
Washington was a major 
in the British colonial 
army. Washington had 
been given the task by 
the governor of Virginia 
to essentially tell the 
French-Canadians to get 
out of the Ohio Valley 
and Pennsylvania. 

When Washington 
met with Joncaire, he 
was treated kindly by 
a bemused Joncaire, 
fed and put up for the 
night. Joncaire suggested 
Washington talk to 
Joncaire’s boss at a fort 
further north, where 
Washington was again 
wined and dined and 
treated politely, but was 
told firmly the French- 
Canadians were not 
leaving, and sent on his 

When Washington 
returned to the area 
less than a year later, 
he met the second 
French-Canadian. 
Washington ordered 
an attack on a French- 
Canadian emissary 
that was essentially or

Joncaire on, only 
instead of demanding the 
French leave, the French- 
Canadian was carrying an 
official letter demanding 
the British leave. 

The attack — 
essentially a surprise 
attack in peacetime — 
resulted in the death of 
Joseph Coulon de Villiers, 
Sieur de Jumonville, a 
diplomat acting for the 

Jumonville’s older 
brother was in charge of 
a large force of French- 


Canadian troops not far 
off. When word of the 
attack reached them, they 
quickly took to the trail to 
chase down Washington’s 
smaller force. 
Washington, meanwhile, 
had built a palisaded 
defensive position not 
far from where the stil- 
unburied bodies of the 
Canadiens lied. 

By the time 

Jumonville’s brother and 
troops happened upon 
the area of Washington’s 
attack, they were 
incensed. 

They buried the 
dead and then quickly 
surrounded Washington 
and the British. After 
nine hours of Canadien 
sharpshooters picking 
away at the British 
and colonial troops, 
Washington was offered 
the opportunity to 
surrender. 

He signed the 
surrender, in which 
he admitted he’d 
“assassinated” an 
emissary of the French 
Crown: Jumonville. 

The turmoil created by 
this death eventually grew 
into the Seven Years War. It 
might have been avoided 
if Washington had treated 
Jumonville as loncaire 
had treated Washington. 
Instead, as British 
politician Horace Walpole 
said, “a volley fired by a 
young Virginian in the 
backwoods of America set 
the world on fire.”

Syrian refugees 
'overwhelmed and 
very grateful’

It came out the out of the blue — a 
nightmare of guns and death. 

Everything that Wael Kadmous and 
Mania Atiya knew was being tom apart 
by a civil war pounding their Syrian city 
of Homs. 

“Thewarbegan,andpeoplejuststarted 
killing each other,” said Kadmous, 28, in 
a translated interview at the Knights 
of Columbus Council 1394 hall in St. 
Catharines. 

“We never thought to carry any 
anyone.” 

As the conflict escalated, water and 
food became scarce. People literally 
could not go to work, he said. 

“So in 2012 we had to flee to Lebanon 
to stay safe, and get away from that 

They became refugees and stayed in 
a safe-room not much larger than the 
bathroom of their Port Dalhousie apart¬ 
ment where they recently moved. 

“It was quite a challenge. We left 
our family, friends, and everything we 
knew,” said Kadmous, noting the couple 
had their child Mia, now 2, as stateless 


refugees. Because of the war, there was 
fear of Syrians in Lebanon, so it was also 
hard to find employment there. 

Kadmous — whose family came to 
Niagara on Halloween on Mia’s birth¬ 
day — is among a number of Canadian 
refugee families sponsored through 
the Roman Catholic Diocese of St. 
Catharines. 

Acting as the local co-ordinators 
was a refugee team from Star of the 
Sea Roman Catholic Church in Port 
Dalhousie that included its Catholic 
Women’s League. 

Supporting them was the Knights of 
Columbus, who helped raise $30,000 
needed for the private sponsorship. 

Roncia Zinati — a Star of the Sea 
parishioner — said when Atiya was 
to give birth, they registered with the 
United Nations to get needed help and 
hospital care. 

“We were lookingfor a family to spon¬ 
sor for our church and had a contact 
who was in Lebanon, worked with the 
UN and who recommended this little 
Catholic family,” said Zinati, who also 
served as a translator for the Sunday

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Niagara real estate 
feels GTAheat 


October sale prices up 
26 per cent over 
same month last year

Niagara’s real estate market is at a 
boil, and continuing a trend that may 
steam ahead for some time. 

Last week, the Niagara Association 
of Realtors reported 760 property sales 
were processed through the Multiple 
Listing Service last month — a 14.8 per 
cent increase in sales over October last 

Meanwhile, the residential average 
sale price of $353,5023 is a whopping 26 
per cent higher than October 2015. 

The average days on the market 
decreased to 34 from 56 in the resi¬ 
dential freehold market, and to 51from 
84 in the condo market over that same 

It reinforces the sector’s recent 
robustness in the region, with little 
abatement in sight. 

“I’d say we’re in for eight to 10 years 
of continuous growth here,” said Patrick 
Dummitt, president of the asociation. 

Dummitt — who suggests the data 
shows the Niagara market is now among 
the leaders in the province — points to 
factors in the region driving desirability 
here, including an announced GO Train 
expansion and new residential develop¬ 
ments in places such as Niagara Falls. 

‘Tm experiencingit firsthand (in) talk¬ 
ing to other realtors... with people buying 
10 and 15 lots at a time, sight unseen,” he 


said, speaking specifically to the Falls. 

Those purchasers include people from 
theGTAand other realtors representing 
clients putting in reserves on multiple 
lots, before ground is even broken. 

As for affordability, Dummitt said it’s 
"kind of like a double-edged sword” with 
Niagara previously showingmodest real 
estate valuations. 

“Now, we seem to be catching up with 
the rest of the province, and its major cen¬ 
tres,” said Dummitt, also a realtor with 
Royal LePage Niagara Real Estate Centre 
and based in SL Catharines. 

That powering-up is coming in large 
measure from the GTA, he said. A house 
that might sell in Toronto forperhaps $1.5 
millionin Toronto mightbe cashed infor 
a decent $500,000 Niagara pad. 

The result for the relocating home- 
owner is “putting $1 million in the bank 
and having a damed-good lifestyle.” 

There is also a foreign investor trend, 
Dummitt said, and much of that is from 
Asian deep-pocket investors seeking 

“So as far as affordability here, it’s all 
relative,” he said. “You have to save a lit¬ 
tle more or qualify a little better and have 
backers or guarantors on hand to help 
you out.” 

The rises aren’t without precedent, the 
realtor added, citingaperiod in the mid- 
1980s when home prices were going up 
as much as 25 per cent a year. 

“For many years now, we’ve talked 
about how comparatively undervalued 
Niagara was,” said McGarr Realty Corp. 
broker Patrick Burke.

The Niagara broker said when you 
examine major urban areas, a “suburb 
effect” happens with real estate. 

A nearby example is Barrie north of 
Toronto, with its rising volume of new 
construction and home prices and 
improved transportation links to its 
southern urban goliath. 

“Really it’s a matter of we’re no 
longer ‘Niagara this little island,’ we’re 
‘Niagara which is part of the Golden 
Horsehoe’ and basically a suburb of a 
major metropolitan world-class city 
- Toronto,” Burke said. 

He said a reason the region had seen 
single-digit increases for so long is that 


the “buyer-and-seller pie had largely 
fed itself... in a closed market.” 

“And now, we have a huge amount of 
demand that’s not feeding the supply 
chain,” Burke said. “We were getting 
multiple offers before (in Niagara), but 
now a lot of them are out of market. 

“So we’re part of a larger market, is 
what we’ve seen,” he said. “And I think 
... we’ll see this trend continue on. 

“I don’tthink we’re going to see price 
increases like we’ve seen every year, on 
an annual basis. But I wouldn’t be sur¬ 
prised if, in five years, we’ve seen five 
years of continuous growth. 

“Still, there are so many external fac¬ 
tors that could affect that.”
